Surrey County Council (SCC) 
has come under fire for investing 
£28.5m in “aerospace and de¬ 
fence” - including some of the 
world’s largest arms companies. 

Campaigners say many em¬ 
ployees are “repelled” to see the 
council’s pension fund invested 
in companies that they say pro¬ 
duce weapons used by repressive 
regimes. 

Last month the council was ac¬ 
cused of a shocking conflict of 
interest for taking on the task of 
helping people quit smoking 
while retaining more than £12m 
in tobacco companies.

Its pension fund board, which 
decides its investment strategy, 
is meeting tomorrow and is due 
to consider whether it should 
keep its money in tobacco com¬ 
panies following a series of 
complaints. 

The meeting comes at a time 
when the Government is consid¬ 
ering supplying arms to insur¬ 
gents taking part in the savage 
civil war raging in Syria. 

The Campaign Against Arms 
Trade (CAAT) said it is shocked 


that the council has increased its 
investment in aerospace and mil¬ 
itary hardware by almost 45 per 
cent over the past five years. 

CAAT spokeswoman Kaye 
Stearman said: “Many people in 
local government, including 
those in the caring professions, 
are repelled by the thought that 
their hard-earned funds are in¬ 
vested in arms companies. 

“It is ironic that Surrey, one of 
the world’s most peaceful places, 
is investing in companies produc¬ 
ing weaponry used in some of the 
world’s most repressive regimes.” 

She said arms companies 


develop technology that kills and 
maims people, adding: “The 
arms business is deeply corrupt 
and secretive.” 

The council has nearly £13.5m 
invested in BAE Systems, that 
evicted anti-arms protesters 
from its AGM in Farnborough. 

CAAT opposes BAE systems 
selling Typhoon jets and other 
warplanes to Oman and Saudi 
Arabia and claims the Saudis 
sent British-made armoured per¬ 
sonnel carriers into Bahrain to 
suppress protests in 2011.

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Hospitals told to toe BSBV line

Hospitals and GP commis¬ 
sioning groups across south¬ 
west London and Epsom have 
been been told all their public 
statements about the hugely 
controversial proposals to re¬ 
shape acute hospital care 
should be “discussed and 
agreed in advance” with the 
team that drew up the 
proposals. 

Within the past few days the 
Better Services Better Value 
(BSBV) team has issued a 
media protocol for the BSBV 
programme that contains a 
raft of provisions aimed at re¬ 
stricting what they tell the 
public. 

These include one that 
states that all digital commu¬ 
nications such as Twitter and 
Facebook should be support¬ 
ive of BSBV’s “aspirations 
and approach”. 

The existence of the docu¬ 
ment was leaked to the Epsom 
Guardian yesterday and a 
copy of the document has 
been provided to this newspa¬ 
per by the BSBV press team. 

News of the document has 
outraged hospital campaign¬ 
ers who condemned it as

“quite outrageous”. 

The protocol states: “It is 
important that public mes¬ 
sages about BSBV are consis¬ 
tent and factually correct, 
while reflecting the concerns 
of local organisations and 
their staff. 

“It is not helpful if different 
parts of the service are seen 
to contradict one another. 

“We would not want to be 
seen to ‘gag’ clinicians, espe¬ 
cially as BSBV is a clinically- 
led programme. 

“The aim is to ensure we 
work well together as part¬ 
ners in the programme and 
on a ‘no surprises’ basis.” 

The document states that all 
statements about BSBV 
“should be discussed and 
agreed in advance with the 
BSBV communications team”, 
and that BSBV would offer 
assistance on issues including 
those of “accuracy or tone”. 

It states “BSBV will share 
regular lines to take” and any 



interview requests should be 
discussed with BSBV. 

Significantly, it states: “So¬ 
cial media and trust websites 
should generally reflect the 
fact that providers and clini¬ 
cal commissioning groups 
(CCGs) are partners in the 
BSBV programme and sup¬ 
port its aspirations and 
approach.” 

It also states: “Providers 
should not brief against each 
other in any media or public 
forum. It would be unhelpful 
if providers sought to under¬ 
mine the position of other 
providers in relation to where 
services should be located in 
future.” 

A BSBV spokesman said the 
aim of the protocol was to en¬ 
sure all information on BSBV 
which goes into the public do¬ 
main is accurate, and that it 
was agreed by all partners of 
the BSBV programme board, 
and all trusts and CCGs, at its 
meeting of May 23. 

He said: “The protocol 


recognises that different or¬ 
ganisations may have differ¬ 
ing views on elements of the 
programme which they are 
free to express. 

“It also specifies that indi¬ 
vidual clinicians are free to 
express their views. 

“It is good practice in large 
programmes with multiple 
partners for people to keep 
each other informed of what 
they are saying publicly.” 

But Epsom health cam¬ 
paigner Rosemary Najim de¬ 
scribed the move as “quite 
outrageous”. 

Bess Harding, founder of 
the Epsom Medical Equip¬ 
ment Fund, said: “Why write 
anything in the first place if 
they are being told what to 
write? 

“It is a stitch-up. BSBV is 
controlling them. They are 
not being allowed to speak. 

“There are just three mem¬ 
bers of the Surrey Downs 
commissioning group repre¬ 
senting the whole of Surrey 
Downs going forward as it is.”

Man’s face scarred by Rottweiler 
after attack inside barber’s shop 


A young man fears he will be perma¬ 
nently disfigured after having his 
face ripped open by a dog at a barber 
shop on Friday. 

Harry Goodwin, 22, said the attack 
happened as he went to stroke the 
dog, believed to be a Rottweiler 
cross, that was tied up in the bath¬ 
room at the rear of Traditional Bar¬ 
bers in the High Street, Ewell. 

The electrician said: “He bit my 
face. It was bleeding for ages. I was 
just really shocked and scared.” 

Friend Aaron Williams, 22, rushed 
Mr Goodwin to Epsom Hospital with 
a cloth round his face and he was 
transferred to St George’s Hospital 
in Tooting where he needed seven 
stitches to his lip. 

Mr Goodwin, who expects to be 
badly scarred, said he has often 
stroked the black dog while having 
his haircut at the barbers. 

He said: “It’s normally friendly. I 
have always just seen it chilling out 
in the shop.” 

But now Mr Goodwin, from Lyn- 
croft Gardens, believes action 
should be taken to protect small 
children who may be at risk. 

He said: “I think something should 
be done because it could kill a little 
kid.” 

He said the barber, Tony Butter¬ 
field, apologised to him and gave 
him back the cost of the haircut. 

Mr Goodwin’s father Terry said he 
rang Mr Butterfield on Saturday

and was told he would do “nothing” 
about his girlfriend’s dog other than 
keep it away from the barbers and 
his own children. 

He said: “I’m fearful for other peo¬ 
ple. I’m worried it’s going to happen 
again and next time to a young 
child.” 

He said his son’s lip was hanging 
off after the attack but: “It could 
have been much worse. I’m just sad 
it’s happened. Although my son is 
now going to be scarred for life, in a 
way I’m thankful that it was not a 
young child that the dog attacked.” 

He said he reported the attack to 
the police, who said they could not 
take action because the incident 
took place on private premises. 

He said: “I’m a bit upset by it to be 
honest because it just means you 
can have dangerous dogs as long as 
they are not in public places.” 

Mr Williams, from Epsom, said 
when his friend came back into the 
barber’s after being bitten: “Every¬ 
one was a bit shocked. I have not 
seen Harry shocked like that before. 
There was a lot of blood. 

“I just thought ‘he’s got to get to 
hospital’.” 

Mr Butterfield twice declined to 
explain to this newspaper what had 
happened at the shop or what action 
is being taken about the dog.

£1.3m is invested in Chemring Group 
that makes shells, mortar bombs and 
grenades and £2m in Thales, which sup¬ 
plies a huge range of technological sys¬ 
tems to airforces, navies and armies 
around the world. 

Lib Dem spokesman on pensions County 
Councillor John Orrick said they should 
have a serious look at investments such as 
armaments, tobacco, alcohol and betting. 

Coun Orrick said: “My own personal 
point of view is I would wish that we only 
have ethical investments. However, I un¬ 
derstand that is not necessarily the best 
way to get pension fund returns. 

“There’s a duty to people who receive 
and will receive pensions as well as public 
good. I understand it’s very much a dou¬ 
ble-edged sword.” 

A Surrey County Council spokeswoman 
said they cannot tell for sure how much of 
the investments, if any, are in arms be¬ 
cause the industry category of aerospace 
and defence contains large conglomerates 
producing a wide range of products. 

She said: “The pension fund is run for 
over 100 public bodies in Surrey, including 
the county council, and only a tiny amount 
- just over 1 per cent - is invested in 
aerospace and defence. 

“We have a responsibility to ensure we 
invest in businesses that maximise 
returns.” 

Residents’ Association County Council¬ 
lor Eber Kington said: “I suspect if you go 
into all pension funds there are areas of 
legal businesses that some of the residents 
may wish not to be involved. 

“Until any local authority, or Surrey 
County Council, decides they want to have 
an ethical policy on pensions that is what 
is going to happen.”

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Ex-porn addict’s sexual healing 



A former porn addict and a 
church leader are touring the 
country to promote their new 
book that aims to help Chris¬ 
tian men “break free” from 
pornography. 

Nathan Ferreira, in his early 
20s, describes how he over¬ 
came a porn addiction, which 
brought him close to suicide, 
in a book co-written with 
Leatherhead church leader 
Gerald Coates, 68. 

The co-authors attended the 
International Christian Re¬ 
sources Exhibition, in Esher, 
earlier this month before 
going to Portsmouth for talks, 
including a service called 
Porn Sunday. 

Mr Coates, team leader at Pi¬ 
oneer Engage Church in 
Leatherhead, said they had 
helped men to give up porn 
through their book called Sex¬ 
ual Healing - Identity, Sexual¬ 
ity, Calling. 

He said: “It was like they 
just came out of the wood¬ 
work. We are already 
talking about scores of i 
people. There are no i 
other books of a Chris¬ 
tian type about sexual 
behaviour, particu¬ 
larly porn.” 

Mr Coates said c 
few years ago he J 
met Mr Ferreira, 
then 19, via so¬ 
cial networking 
site Facebook. 


“He had lived with that ad¬ 
diction for four years and has 
now become completely set 
free.” 

The book gives advice from a 
Christian perspective, explor¬ 
ing the love of God, sexuality 
and the growing phenomenon 
of pornography in today’s 
“sex-soaked culture”. 

Of the book tour, Mr Coates 
said: “Though obviously 
porn is the magnet, a lot 
of time we talk about 
identity and calling.” 

He said they encour¬ 
aged men to replace 
“damaging” habits 
with “healthy” habits 
and turn bedrooms into 


a spiritual space by turning 
off iPhones and laptops. 

Mr Coates said one man had 
posted up scriptures in his 
bedroom and another man 
had placed a crucifix in his 
shower. 

He said: “Guys are taking 
practical steps to link faith to 
behaviour. 

“It is everything from 
hardcore pornog¬ 
raphy through 
to even look¬ 
ing at friends 
on 

book.” 

Mr Coates, 
who has been 
married for 
46 years, 


attended Epsom and Ewell Art 
School which went on to be¬ 
come the University of the 
Creative Arts. 

He went on to start the Cob- 
ham Christian Fellowship, 
which grew into the evangeli¬ 
cal Pioneer Network. 

Mr Ferreira was born in 
Trinidad, but now lives in 
Leatherhead near Mr Coates. 

He said his Christian faith 
and support from Mr Coates 
helped him end his addiction 
to porn last January. 

He said: “I did not need to be 
defined by what I had previ¬ 
ously done. I did not want this 
as part of my life.” 

Mr Coates said they were 
unusual in openly addressing 
pornography without embar¬ 
rassment. 

He said: “As time went on I 
realised this is absolutely ev¬ 
erywhere. It has been a bit of 
a shock.” 

A 2006 study showed 
that a quarter of 
all searches on the 
internet, about 
68m requests, were 
for pornographic 
material. 

It found there were 
4.2m pornographic 
websites and the 
average age of first 
internet porn expo¬ 
sure was 11.

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Top curry house hits back at smear

An attempt to smear the repu¬ 
tation of one of the country’s 
most famous Indian restau¬ 
rants has been condemned 
by its owner as “totally 
unacceptable”. 

Earlier this month a man, 
who declined to be named, 
called the Epsom Guardian 
claiming Le Raj, on Epsom 
Downs, had been raided by 
police and immigration offi¬ 
cers who had arrested two 
members of staff while one 
had escaped. 

In fact UK Border Agency 
(UKBA) officers had merely 
carried out a routine compli¬ 
ance visit on May 9 in plain 
clothes and had given the 
restaurant a clean bill of 
health. 

The restaurant’s founder 
Enam Ali, a leading figure in 
the British curry industry, 
said: “I am really shocked. I 
can’t believe someone said 
that. It is unbelievable. 

“When you find someone 
saying nonsense and trying to 
mislead people it is totally 
unacceptable.” 

Mr Ali said it was not the 
first time malicious allega¬ 
tions had been made against 
Indian restaurants. 

He said: “This kind of thing 
has been happening in the 
curry industry for years.”

Earlier this month the BBC 
reported that police were in¬ 
vestigating false rumours 
about the standard of hygiene 
at Planet Spice in the village 
of Ormesby St Margaret, 
Norfolk. 

Establishing the facts about 
what had happened at Le Raj 
was complicated by the fact 
that UKBA initially insisted it 
had no record of any recent 
visit to the restaurant. 

It was only when Mr Ali con¬ 
tacted the agency that it re¬ 
checked and confirmed its 
officers had visited. 

A UKBA spokesman told the 
Epsom Guardian: “It was a 
compliance visit that resulted 
in no action being taken be¬ 
cause we were satisfied all the 


records were in order. It found 
nothing untoward.” 

In 2003 Mr Ali spoke out in 
the media after a “heavy- 
handed and insensitive” raid 
on his restaurant by armed 
police and immigration offi¬ 
cers, which found nothing but 
alarmed guests and staff. 

Mr Ali, who ran the curry 
section at the Olympic hospi¬ 
tality centre last year, has lob¬ 
bied the Government for more 
flexible immigration laws to 
address the shortage of 
trained chefs, which are hard 
to find in this country. 

But he said he carries out 
thorough checks on all his 
staff and would never employ 
someone unable to work here 
legally. 

However, he said many 
restaurants find it hard to 
verify the backgrounds of po¬ 
tential employees even if they 
have ID. 

He said: “It is very difficult 
for Indian restaurants to as¬ 
sess who they can employ and 
who they cannot.” 

Mr Ali said the community 
had strongly supported the 
restaurant since it opened in 
1989. 

Presenting last year’s Curry 
Awards, which were founded 
by Mr Ali in 2005, Epsom’s MP 
Chris Grayling said: “This is 
an amazing family business. 

“We are so proud of what 
they have achieved.”

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Cabbie short changed 
by compensation error

A have-a-go taxi driver who 
slammed the “injustice” system 
after being informed he would get 
just 24p in compensation for help¬ 
ing to catch a criminal, was actual¬ 
ly awarded £24, it has emerged. 

Epsom cab driver Mark Sater 
contacted the Epsom Guardian in 
April after being informed by a 
Surrey police officer that he had 
been awarded the meagre sum 
after picking up five men outside 
Epsom station one evening last 
May. 

When he dropped them off in 
New Malden, four ran off and one, 
Gary Smith, 24, of Chessington, 
verbally threatened Mr Salter be¬ 
fore walking away without paying 
the £24 fare. 

Mr Salter called the police and 
then followed Smith to a pub, al¬ 
lowing police to arrest the man for 
evading the taxi fare. Smith was 
also arrested in connection with a 
robbery. 

After spending the evening mak¬ 
ing a police statement, Mr Salter 
filled out a compensation form for 
loss of earnings and the unpaid 
taxi fare. 

But having heard nothing from 
the police about Smith’s case, 
the 25-year-old contacted Surrey

Police last month and was in¬ 
formed Smith had pleaded guilty 
to evading the taxi fare last May 
and that Mr Salter had been 
awarded 24p in compensation. 

After weeks of enquiries as to 
whether the 24p was a clerical 
error, this newspaper was eventu¬ 
ally informed by South East Sur¬ 
rey Magistrates’ Court that Mr 
Salter had actually been awarded 
£23.60, which was due to be paid by 
June 14,2012. 

A spokesman for Surrey Police 


admitted it was their mistake, but 
said it was an “isolated” error 
caused by “miscommunication”. 

He said: “Unfortunately a mis¬ 
communication led to a member of 
staff wrongly informing Mr Salter 
that he had only been rewarded 
24p compensation by the courts. 

“This was a human error and the 
member of staff has apologised for 
the mistake and the upset it 
caused to Mr Salter. 

“We are looking to put proce¬ 
dures in place to ensure incidents 
of this nature do not happen again 
in the future.” 

But Mr Salter said he cannot un¬ 
derstand how the mistake hap¬ 
pened and it does not change the 
way he feels. 

He said: “My first question to the 
police officer was to double-check 
it. He put it into his computer 
again and said ‘no, no, it’s 24p’. 

“It changes nothing from my 
perspective. 

“I had a runner when I finished a 
job in Leatherhead the other night 
and I just closed the door, turned 
around and went straight back to 
Epsom. 

“I was just added pressure. If 
they can’t help each other out, 
how are they going to help me?” 

Smith is to appear at Guildford 
Crown Court in August to stand 
trial for robbery.

Miss Palmer said: “Anyone else 
would probably have thrown the 
card away or kept it for 
themselves. 

“All my pregnancy pictures 
were on there of my daughter, 
Amber, when she was born in 
hospital and my little boy. 

“It was really lovely to find a 
video and pictures of my nan on 
there as well, because she’s no 
longer with us.”

Police chief insists 
he’s ‘not giving up’

Surrey’s outspoken new police 
commissioner wrote his own head¬ 
line last week when he told the 
press: “The headline is ‘Police and 
crime commissioner is not giving 
up’.” 

At a meeting with Mole Valley 
councillors, Kevin Hurley said he 
was determined to pursue his 
“people’s priorities”, including 
zero tolerance despite diminishing 
funding and an “inevitable” drop 
in police nunbers. 

The press were initially told they 
were barred from the meeting, 
along with the public. When the 
Epsom Guardian queried this, the 
council and Mr Hurley’s office 
both claimed the other had asked 
for the meeting to be held in 
private. 

But, just hours before the brief¬ 
ing started, a council spokeswom¬ 
an said there had been a 
“miscommunication” and that the 
press and public could attend after 
ah. 

Mr Hurley told councillors about 
his plans and the tough financial 
times ahead for Surrey Pohce, that 
he predicted must save between 
£25m and £30m over three years. 

He said cuts would inevitably fall

on the workforce because they had 
already sold-off pohce buildings 
and there were limits to other pos¬ 
sible savings. 

He said: “We hope to achieve that 
by natural wastage, but the reality 
is we are going to lose a lot of 
people.” 

Mr Hurley also said the pohce 
were collaborating with other 
forces in areas such as murder 
squads and armed response teams. 

He said: “What that means is we 
need less office space, therefore, 
there is less on-cost for that and, 
additionally, we need less hierar¬ 
chy and less of the entourage that 
falls behind senior managers and 
senior pohce people.” 

Mr Hurley introduced his 


deputy, Jeff Harris, drawing simi¬ 
larities to a TV comic duo. 

He said: “I would invite you to 
think that perhaps I look a bit like 
Baldrick and this is Blackadder 
next to me. We have in fact done a 
double act on that in the past.” 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr 
Hurley said: “The intent is to try 
and make this better against an 
ever-decreasing purse. 

“This is about not giving up and 
doing stuff we know works. We 
know if we take money off crimi¬ 
nals they don’t like it - the public 
do hke it, but it also means we can 
spend it on visible street policing.”

W ho can resist a kitten - 
their tiny faces, funny, 
inquisitive natures and 
high pitch meows can 
melt the hardest of hearts. 

But allowing your cat to have 
kittens is not a decision to take 
lightly as Bijou’s owner found 
out. 

Bijou is a beautiful cat with a 
lovely nature so her owner wanted 
her to have kittens. 

Bijou’s pregnancy seemed normal 
until she went into labour. 

Her owner realised all was not 
well when Bijou stopped pushing 
after a few hours without having 
any babies. 

Bijou was rushed to the vets and 
was very unwell. She had collapsed 
and was exhausted. 

As in humans, there are 
complications which can occur in 
animals during labour. Bijou was 
put on a drip, had a blood sample 
and an ultrasound scan to check her 
kittens.

Bijou was spayed during her 
surgery to prevent her having 
kittens again in the future as she 
had been so unwell. 

Her condition improved following 
surgery and she has gone on to 
make a full recovery. 

Her kittens were hand-reared, as 
Bijou did not have milk to feed 
them. 

This was very difficult and, 
despite a lot of love and care, 
unfortunately Oscar was too weak 
and did not survive. Binkie 
continues to do well. 

If you want a kitten why not 
rescue a kitten, as many end up 
without homes? 

Your vet can advise you of 
organisations who can help as 
well as giving you advice on 
neutering to prevent them having 
babies.

Make them friend, not foe 


Dangerous Dogs have made the 
press a lot recently. 

So are dogs man’s best friend 
or a danger which society 
should fear? 

In truth, they can be both. 
Dogs of all breeds and sizes can 
be a loving addition to families 
and bring a huge amount of joy 
to their owners and those who 
meet them. 

However, an aggressive dog, 
particularly if not controlled, 
can pose a considerable danger. 

So what can be done to ensure 
your dog falls into the first 
category? Training is the most 
important first step and this 
should start as a pup. 

During the first few months of 
a puppy’s life they are open to 
new experiences and less likely 
to be afraid - this is called a 


socialisation period. Fear can 
be a large contributor to 
aggression so reducing fear is 
important. 

During the socialisation 
period, introducing your pup to 
new environments, different 
breeds of dogs and also people 
of all ages can allow them to 
experience them without fear. 

An ideal way to do this is 
through a Puppy Party or 
Puppy School.

A specially commissioned 
Suffragette flag, presented by 
Bourne Hall, will be flown in 
Epsom Market on Saturday, 
June 1, Derby Day, to 
commemorate the centenary 
of the death of Emily Davison. 

The suffragette, who died 
after running out in front of 
the King’s horse at the Epsom 
Derby, did not intend to 
commit suicide, according to a 
fresh examination of film 
footage of the fateful event in 
a documentary by presenter 
Clare Balding. 

Balding presented Secrets of 
a Suffragette, on Sunday, 
which explored the life of 
Emily Davison, who died from 
her injuries four days later at 
the Old Cottage Hospital, in 
Alexandra Road, Epsom. 

With a team of forensic 
experts analysing the specially 
restored film footage frame-by- 
frame, Balding was astonished 
to find Davison did not appear 
to be pulling Anmer down, but 
seemed to be reaching up to 
attach a suffragette scarf to its 
bridle. 

Balding, whose father is 
Epsom Derby-winning horse 


trainer Ian Balding, said it had 
been an “exciting adventure” 
discovering more about “a 
radicalised woman with 
nothing to lose, championing a 
cause with everything to gain”.

• Avoid being an easy target:

1. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Reigate and Banstead) (Prohibition and Restriction of Waiting Loading and 
Unloading and Revocation) Order 201The effect of which will be to consolidate without change in substance, other than as 
stated in the following sub-paragraphs, those parts of the Orders specified in the First Schedule to this Notice as impose 
restrictions on the waiting by and loading on and unloading from vehicles in the Borough of Reigate and Banstead, including such

Paralympic hero David Weir 
will not be turning his back on 
wheelchair racing, even after 
he retires from the sport he 
has dominated for almost eight 
years. 

The 33-year-old, who cap¬ 
tured the hearts of the nation 
as the Weirwolf while winning 
four Paralympic gold medals 
last year, will not go quietly 
into the night. 

Instead, Weir wants to be¬ 
come a role model to the 
next generation of wheelchair 
racers, in the same way he was 
inspired by the previous 
generation. 

To that end, Weir, who 
lives in Sutton, but trains 
in Kingston, set up the 
Weir Archer Academy at 
Kingsmeadow. 

He has also become an am¬ 
bassador for Barclays My 
Space for Sport - an initiative 
promoting sports sites across 
the country for use by 
youngsters. 

Weir, who recently visited 
Kingsmeadow, in Kingston, 
and the Longmead Centre and 
Blenheim High School in 
Epsom in his ambassadorial 
role, said: “Going down to 
these places and seeing the 
kids practice sports, playing 
netball, basketball and foot¬ 
ball, is great. 

“They are in a safe environ¬ 
ment. It keeps them out of 
trouble and from going in the 
wrong direction in their lives. 

“But it is also about sport. 
There are coaches on hand at 
these sites to help the kids 


develop their skills. 

“I trained at Kingsmeadow 
from the first day it opened. It 
has been in me for all my life. I 
don’t live in Kingston, but it is 
in my heart because I am al¬ 
ways training there. 

“Now, I have opened my own 
academy there. I want to see 
wheelchair racing grow and 
see young adults and children 
getting involved because it is a 
fantastic sport. 

“That is what being an am¬ 
bassador is about. My goal is to 
inspire people into sport and 
that’s something I see myself 
doing long after I retire.” 

It is not difficult to see the 
six-time world champion being 
anything other than a role 


model to others as he inspires 
both young and old without 
even trying. 

“I am at that stage where peo¬ 
ple look up to me, and they 
want to follow in my footsteps, 
not just in wheelchair racing 
but in able-bodied sports,” he 
said. 

“I get joggers who tweet me 
telling me they have just run 
past my golden postbox and it 
has driven them to run a little 
further and things like that put 
a smile on my face. 

“I had role models when I 
was growing up. In the very 
early days, watching the Lon¬ 
don marathon was the only 
time where you saw any 
wheelchair athletes on TV. 


Chris Hallam was superb. 

“As I got into the sport, there 
was one guy called Heinz Frei - 
he was in the final sprint in 
this year’s marathon and, at 53, 
he is an amazing athlete. He 
still holds the marathon world 
record. 

“He’s a great ambassador for 
wheelchair racing and I would 
have loved to race him in his 
prime. It is a little odd racing 
against him as he always says I 
am better than him, but I don’t 
see it that way.”
